Neon, Ky., September 20.—John All- 
phin, fireman, and two negro passen- 
gers were killed and about twenty other 
negro passengers were injured when a 
freight locomotive, running wild, early 
tonight crashed into a Louisville and 
Nashville passenger train about one 
mile west of here. 

The locomotive is thought to have 
been started by a negro who at the time 
the engine was first seen to be in mo- 
tion was observed running away from 
the point at which it had been standing 
on a siding in the railre24 sards here, 

Efforts to catch the negro failed, but 
a widespread search of the surrounding 
country is being made for him. 

The baggage car of the passenger 
train telescoped the car immediately be- 
hind, which was reserved for negro pas- 
sengers. The only passengers killed 
or injured were in this car.

holding appellant’s detention legal, be- 
cause appellant was unwilling to per- 
form compulsory military service un- 
der the act of May 18, 1917; because 
the court erred in holding that the 
appellant, contrary to his common law 
rights as a citizen of the United 
States, was and is liable to compul- 
sory service beyond the seas. 

Watson also alleges error because 
the court denied appellant right to 
remain at large as a free citizen in 
full enjoyment of personal liberty 
within the limits of the country; and 
because the court erred in holding 
that appellant has not been deprived 
of his liberty without due process of 


law.

What Thursday's arrivals lacked in 
number, however, they made up in en- 
thusiasm, and this was particularly true 
of the Tennesseans, approximately 1,000 
of whom arrived on the ‘Berlin Spe-

Inclusion of the big Cuban cane sugar 
producing interests in the allied dis- 
tributing scheme will be discussed with 
| the food administration tomorrow by 
‘the Cuban minister, Dr. Manuel de 
Cespedes, and two Cuban sugar grow- 
ers, Jose Miguel Tarafa and Jose Igna- 
cio Lezama. Cuba's participation in 
the plan is expected, particularly in 
view of the government’s power to pre- 
vent importation by refusing licenses 
to producers not agreeing to the uni- 
form price. 

Cane Sugar Men te Act. 

American cane sugar representatives, 
it is believed, will take action similar 
to that of the beet sugar men within 
a week. Most cane producers already 
ihave agreed to a 7%-cent price or its 
equivalent, but this is not regarded as 
final until the decision 1s unanimous. 
The objections of about 10 per cent of

RUSSIA'S HORIZON CLEARING. 


Evidence accumulates to show that even 
before the Moscow conference the Kerensky 
regime and policies in Russia were threat- 
ened by rebellion, and that if General Kor 
niloff had not assumed leadership of the 
movement probably another, and less of a 
patriot, would have done so. 

It is apparent that Korniloff was not 
alone in opposition to policies of the pre- 
mier in handling the military mutineers— 
the very tolerance of whom threatened the 
life of the young republic. But it was 
Korniloff who had the hardihood and the 
temerity to speak his mind and to warn the 
administration against the danger from the 
foe within; which he did at the Moscow 
congress. 

It was there that Korniloff, as comman- 
der-in-chief of the Russian armies, made his 
historic speech in advocacy of the “blood 
and iron” policy in dealing with treason in 
the ranks. At the conclusion of that speech 
Korniloff was accorded a tremendous ova- 
tion. 

Kerensky himself admitted the force 
fulness of the Korniloff argument—which, 
under the circumstances, was _ incontro- 
vertible—and he publicly indorsed the policy 
so urgently advocated by Korniloff. 

But, while declaring himself in favor of 
“blood and iron’’ measures to stamp out 
mutiny and to put determination into the 
army, Kerensky failed to authorize them. 
Korniloff, powerless to enforce his military 
commands, and professing to see utter ruin 
stalking his country, became restive to the 
point of revolution, and instituted his ill- 
fated and short-Nved rebellion. 

Broadly inferring that revolution against 
Kerensky was actually brewing in Russia 
prior to the Moscow conference, The Lon- 
don Chronicle, in {ts issue of the day fol- 
lowing Kormniloff’s speech, said editorially 


there is no hint in General Korniloffs 
firm and stimulating speech on the sec- 
ond day of the congress that he proposes to 
lend himself to any project there may 
be on foot to .destroy the prime minis- 
ter’s moderate policy. 


It is evident, however, that Kerensky’s 


The Chronicle goes on to say that, “like 


‘a good soldier,” the commander-in-chief— 


concerned himself solely with the mifli- 
tary question. No army in the world 
could survfve failure to punish with the 
utmost severity desertion on the field of 
battle or the murder of officers. No army 
has ever prospered under the control of 
committees, which must settle every- 
thing, even the word command, by a vote. 
General Korniloff gave a dark pictfre of 
the state to which anarchy in the army 
has brought Russia. ... It is a melan- 
choly story. But as M. Kerensky has un- 
bounded confidence in the genius of his 
countrymen at home, so General Korni- 
loff believes implicitly in the recuperative 
powers of the Russian army in the field. 
Each of these two great men only needs 
to have his hands strengthened in his own 
sphere. They are the twin giants of the 
republic, and every friend of Russia will 
welcome the late evidences of their har- 
monious co-operation. The dangers 
within and the dangers without which 
now menace the country are closely re- 
lated, and they can only be successfully 
opposed by a constant union between the 
great practical statesman of the revolu- 
tion and the most trusted leader of the 
“army.

URGES SOJER BOYS 
TO EMULATE GORDON 


The Old Kurnel was in a reminiscent 


mood. 

He’s never happier that when he’s lined 
up on one@ of the street corners at Five 
Points, with a group of sojers listening at- 
tentively when he starts to “réminisce.” 

“T guess you all heard of th’ famous Gor- 
don Highlanders, that crack Scotch regiment 
that’s been doin’ such mighty fine fightin’ 
over in the trenches, haven't yu, boys?’ asked 
the Kurnel. “I’m keen for mentionin’ them 
‘cause yur camp up near Chamblee is named 
after one of the Clan o’ Gordon—General 
John Brown Gordon, unqueStionably th’ most 
famous soldier sent by th’ State of Georgia 
into th’ civil war. 

“His statue’s right over on th’ state cap- 
itol grounds, at th’ entrance just opposite th’ 
fire house as yu turn off Hunter street. It’s 
a fine piece o’ work and a remarkable 
likeness of the old fighter. Did I ever see 
‘im? Well, I guess so! And I've heard ‘im 
make many a speech. A rattlin’ good talker 
he was, too, the old general. 

“He sure kum from fightin’ stock. His 
grandfather and six brothers of his grand- 
father fo't in the Revolutionary war with 
Washington's army. When the civil war 
broke Gordon was made cap'n o’ th’ “Rac- 
coon Roughs,” a regiment organized In Geor- 
gia, He was a Kurnell when he'was 30. At 
Sharpsburg he was shot twice an’ refused t’ 
leave th’ field. Five times more federal 
bullets struck th’ old fighter and he finally 
was tak’n off th’ field unconscious, 

“One o’ th’ bullets struck him in th’ 
head. He said afterward that he'd a-smoth- 
eréd t’ death frum th’ flow o’ blood if a 
yankee soldier hadn't previously shot a hole 
through his cap and this let th’ blood run 
out. Didn't you never hear "bout what Gor- 
don did at Spottsylvania Co’t House? Well, 
listen: 

“Things wuz goin’ bad fer th’ confederates 
and General Lee—mercy on his soul—came 
ridin’ up intendin’ to persdnally charge th’ 
on-rushin’ federals. Gordon raised such a 
kick "bout Lee gettin’ into the bloody action 
at th’ head‘o’ his men, that some o’ Gordon’s 
men just held back Lee’s hoss an’ wouldn't 
let Lee anywhere ‘cept back out o’ th’ fightin’ 
line. When he saw Lee pushed to th’ rear, 
Gordon led the charge with such valor that 
th’ federals were driven into th’ famous 
‘Bloody Angle.’ Yu know that act o’ Gor- 
don’s was made th’ basis fer one o’ th’ best 
war pictures ever painted. 

‘Half o’ Lee’s bedraggled army came un- 
der Gordon's command in '65, and with it he 
captured Fort Stedman. At Appomattox, 
(jordon led the skeleton o' Lee's army in the 
last confederate charge ‘gainst the federals. 
There's a fightin’ record that can't be beat 
anywhere, as lL see it. 

“Gordon was as well loved in peace times 
as he wuz in war. He came back frum th’ 
front with seven bullets in ‘im and the peo- 
ple o’ Georgia sent him to th’ United States 
senate. Hie was undoubtedly th’ ablest man 
in congress frum th’ south. Later he served 
two terims as governor, then went into the 
railway business and died while in Florida in 
1914 tryin’ t’ regain his health. 

“You boys at Camp Gordon an’ everybody 
else interested in the big cantonment ought 
t’ know mo’ about Gordon. He's a 
man to emulate in yer fightin’ over yonder.

HEALTH TALKS 


FOOD AND TUBERCULOSIS. 

The medical theortes of a generation ago 
are the popular delusidns of today. 

One of the old medical theories which 
has been discarded by the profession and 
still retained by the laity is that it is pos- 
sible to force a tuberculous patient to gain 
weight by overeating. Based upon this vain 
theory, people generally worry needlessly 
over the failure of the patient to consume 
as much food as an active healthy individual 
requires to maintain normal weight. 

Untold harm has been done by unwise 
efforts to coax patients to swallow food 
which they did not want and could not pos- 
sibly assimilate. And a great deal of money 
has been squandered on alleged building ma- 
terial in the shape of medicinal foods or so- 
called food tonics, like cod liver ofl/and va- 
rious emulsions of fats. 

The feeding of a patient with tuberculosis 
is not a question to be answered by Tom, 
Dick and Harry. It is an individual scientific 
problem for the physician to solve in each 
case accordine to the state of the patient 
and the extent of disease. 

A tuberculosis patient who may possibly 
be permitted to take some exercise—which 
is in itsclf an important problem for the doc- 
tor—can conceivably assimilate more food 
than one whose condition demands absolute 
avoidance of all exercise. The exercising 
patient naturally demands more food than 
the resting ~atient. 

The whole idea of forcing the feeding is 
based upon misunderstanding of the pathol- 
Ogy of the disease. Loss of weight in tuber- 
culosis is a result of disease, not a cause. 
Well nourished individuals, that ia, individ- 
uals whose weight is normal or above nor- 
mal for age and height, may and often do 
develop tuberculosis. And individuals cone 
sederably too stout are found under treat- 
ment for tuberculosis in every large sani- 
torium. 

Forcing the feeding is a risky business, 
without constant medical supervision, and a 
rare necessity nowadays under medical super- 
vision. 

Wholesome food of good variety, well 
prepared and attractively served, is the de- 
sideratum, not great quantities of milk, eggs 
or any other particular article. Incidentally, 
there is no virtue in raw eggs which is not 
present in eggs cooked as the patient pre- 
fers. And milk is a rather indifferent nutri- 
ment, as compared with bread and butter, po- 
tatoes, peas, beans, cheese, macaroni, bana- 
nas, sugar and cereals generally. 

Appetite should be fostered and preserved 
by making the food attractive, not destroyed 
by crude efforts to fill the patient with a 
mess of stuff which the system will be un- 
able to metabolize.

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OVERNMENT PLAN 
EXEMPTION PROBE 


In Every Case in Which 
There Is Element of 
Doubt as to Justice of 
Discharge, Hearing Will 
Be Reopened. 


A searching investigation of every 
exemption granted in Georgia, in which 
there is reasonable ground for doubt as 


to the justice of the action taken by 
the local or the district board, has 
been ordered by.the government, a 
telegram to this effect having been 
received at the adjutant general’s 
office Thursday from Provost Marshal 
General Crowder. "7 

The government is determined that 
there shall be no doubt as to the jus- 
tice and the validity of every ex- 
emption granted, even if it should be- 
come necessary to reopen every Casé 
in which a man has been excused from 
service. 

The investigations has resulted, it is 
said, from the lack of uniformity in 
dealing with exemptions in different 
sections of the state. In a number of 
cases, where the appeals were based 
upon exactly, identical circumstances, 
different action has been taken by dif- 
ferent appeal .boards. 

Consequently, no man, even if he has 
been exempted by the district board, 
may feel that his discharge from serv- 
ice is final if there is any element of 
doubt as to whether his claim was just, 
and, in the rush of hearing claims, he 
was discharged ‘without being. entitled 
to exemption. 

“So far as Georgia ts concerned,” said 
Major Joel B. Mallet, of the office of 
Acting Adjutant General M. J. Daniel, 
“our army is going to be truly selective.” 

Where any complaint 1s registered 
against a specific exemption, the case 
is to be reopened and investigated thor- 
oughly. It Was pointed out that it is 
manifestly unnecessary to reopen cases 
where there is no doubt as to the jus- 
tice of the exemption granted. But in 
cases where there is a reasonable doubt 
the case will be probed and the exemp- 
tion appeal denied if it is found that the 
claim was not justified by the facts in 
the case. This makes it absolutely cer- 
tain that many cases will be reopened 
where claims have been granted and 
the exemption boards will have a good- 
ly part of their work to do over again. 

General Crowder's telegram says, in 
part: “In cases in which bvards have 
granted exemptions without the proper 
authority you must proceed at once to 
require the appeal agents to appeal 
these cases. 

“You must require the boards to en- 
ter a vigorous revision of their action 
where they have granted exemption 
witheut the proper authority.” 

County appeal agents who represent 
the government will immediately be in- 
structed as to their duties under the 
ruling by the provost marshal. The 
appeals they have made to date have 
been the merest formalities; now the 
appeals and reappeals will take the 
form of the most searching scrutiny otf 
every case, and each case will be scru- 
tinized a second time if there is any 
reason through complaints or other- 
wise to believe that it should be re- 
opened. 

This does not mean that there is a 
general criticism of the work of the 
boards, or that they have been willfully 
neglecting their duties. All of the ex- 
emption boards have been working at 
high pressure and because of the great 
rush of necessity errors have been 
made at times. It is pointed out by 
officials that the government’s action 
to see that the government gets a 
Square deal is also a move to see that 
each and every man in the draft is 
getting a square deal. This because 
each exemption granted brings another 
man that much closer to army service. 
It is not expected that people will 
register complaints against exempted 
men unless they are morally certain 
that his cause was not just. 

“TLocal boards may reopen cases as 
well as district boards,” says the pro- 
vost marshal, ‘in which they are in 
error up to thé time the claimant is 
actually in the military service.”

Twelfth regiment, U. 8S. A. He re- 
signed from the army some time later 
and entered the practice of law as a 
member of the firm of Martin, Parker 
& Martin in his native city of Abbe- 
ville. ’ 

A little later he was offered the po- 
sition of secretary of the American le- 
gation at Lima, Peru, an appointment 
which he declined in order to marry 
Miss Mary E. Walker, daughter of Mrs. 
Robert A. Allen, of Savannah. They 
were married in the old Independence 
Presbyterian church in that city on 
July 9, 1863. 

On his wedding trip north he met the 
father of former President Roosevelt, 
who happened to be on the same 
steamer returning to New York after 
his marriage to Miss Mittie Bulloeh at 
Roswell, Ga. The meeting led to a 
warm personal friendship between the 
Martin and Roosevelt families, which 
was handed down from the father to 
the future president to be born a few 
years later. 

Judge Martin was a close friend and 
strong supporter of Stephen A. Doug- 
las and warmly espoused his cause for 
the presidency in the celebrated cam- 
paign of 1860. He was an ardent union 
man and accordingly declined to take 
any active part in the civil war, as he 
was unwilling to fight against his na- 
tive state and home people and equal- 
ly opposed to going against the flag 
under which he had fought in Mexico. 

Locating in Alabama just after the 
war, he was appointed judge of probate 
in Macon county, that state, by Preat- 
dent Johnson. That was in reconstruc- 
tion days when the state was still un- 
der the military control of the federal 
government. 

Afterwards he was sixth auditor of 
the treasury under President Grant and 
was that president’s close adviser on 
southern appointments In his first term.

Sec. Wilson Warns Busi- 
ness Against Profiteering. 
Industry Asks Co-opera- 
tion of Labor to Stop Wage 
Disputes. 


Atlantic City, N. J., September 20.— 
Co-operation of labor in assuring the 
government that the production of sup- 
plies will not be halted by strikes or 
lockouts during the war was invited by 
American industry today in resolutions 
approved by the industrial relations 
section of the war convention here of 
American business men. The resolu- 
tions wil! be put before the full conven- 
tion tomorrow for final adoption. 

The action was taken after a stirring 
speech by Secretary of Labor Wilson, 
who declared that the spirit of unrest 
among laboring men was due in large 
measure to the general impression that 
business has been making excessive 
profits in wkich labor has not shared. 

“Has it ever oecurred to you busi- 
ness men,’ Secretary Wilson asked, 
“that the story has gone forth that you 
are not patristic: that you have been 
profiteering? And did it cecur 
to you that the working man has said 
to himself he will insist on getting his 
share of the swag?- My position is that 
there should be no ‘swag’ to divide be- 
tween vou.

“That government employment agen- 
cies be developed and extended by con- 
gressional appropriation. 

“That industry institute a study of 
conditions lookfng towards the eleva- 
tion of conditions during times of in- 
dustrial depression.”
